vastopol in possession of the mutineers, 
has been suppressed yesterday, accord- 
ing to 11 special dispatch M the JCovoa 
Vremya. The mutiny was started by a 
battalion of fortress artillery which de- 
l-lined to obey orders 
whereupon 
the 


men were promptly disarmed. Two oth- 
er battalions then mutinied and took 
possession of the guns in the 
north 


shore batteries, .but on the appearance: 
of several regiments of infantry the mu- 
tineers, abandoned the idea, of fighting, 
and returned to their barracks. 


TROOPS' MORALE SHAKEN". 


General N'cplueff, commander of the 


fortress of Sevastopol, is represented to 
'jo greatly concerned about the temper 
of the sailors as veil as the soldiers of 
1.he fortress. That the. morale of the 
whole army is being shaken by the rev- 
olutionary propaganda, is proved by the 
conditional extension of the rebellious 
cutbreiikj among the troops. It appears 
to be confirmed that the BolachotV rr-gi- 
ment at .Ryazan hus driven out its oth'- 
cers and burned the armory. Another 
report says the soldiers deliberately at- 
tacked the olliccrs' club at Kyiizan, kill- 
ing one and wounding ..two oilicers. A 
panic prevails in the town. 


Four companies of the Viborg regi- 


ment, stationed in St. Petersburg have 
presented demands which were acceded 
to and they have now returned to duty. 


TO WIPE OUT STIGMA. 


The soldiers of the notorious Semnov- 


»ky regiment, whose name became synon- 
ymous with repression 
owing to the. 


deeds 
committed by th«se troops 
at 


Moscow are reported to have held a 
meeting and to have decided that they 
cannot any longer endure the public op- 
probrium and must wipe out the stain 
on the regiment. 


The tenderness with which the mili- 


tary authorities are treating these and 
recurring exhibitions of the mutinous 
spirit among the troops is sullicient evi- 
dence that they fear the entire nnuy is 
infected. 


MUTINEERS SURRENDER. 


MOSCOW, June 21.—The Yicdomosti 


today printed a special dispatch from 
Sevastopol describing the mutiny there, 
according to which a company of the 
fortress artillery sent to disperse a meet- 
ing on the boulevard Tuesday night re- 
fused to do so and later were disarmed 
by 
the Brest regiment. Yesterday 
a. 


battalion of the same artillery acting in 
sympathy with their comrades, took pos- 
session of the north side batteries, broke 
open the magazine, loaded the guns and 
trained them upon the city. Last night 
the Brcsfvegiment, reinforced by a regi- 
ment of engineers, surrounded the muti- 
neers who siibmittc-d without a fight. 
The population of Sevastopol wo* terror 
stricken, fearing that 
the mutineers 


•would open fire on the city.

The impression produced by the Bialy- 


slok massacre had tlie effect of cutting 
short a debate on the.question of abro- 
gating privileges and placing all Rus- 
sian subjects on an equality before _tho 
law. Whatever hostility existed against 
the granting of equal rights to the Jews 
disappeared after a strong speech made 
by M. Stichepkin. chairman of the par- 
liamentary commission which went to 
Bialystok. 
He spoke nmid breathless 


silence, but did not mention Bialystok 
by name, although every 
one within 


sound uf his voice knew he was referring 
to the scenes which he had just left and 
the nnti scmtic measures, which 
the 


country had witnessed and wns witness- 


ing. 
He" declared that the massacres were 


due directly to the inequality of the 
Jews before the law which parliament 
wns seeking to correct. Continuing, he 
said: 


WHY THEY ARE AXARCHTSTS. 
"It has been charged that the Jews 


.arc becoming anarchists. That is practi- 
'eally true. The government by oppres- 
sion is driving the persecuted .members 
of that race to anarchy. 
The'difference 


between their status and ours is illus- 
trated by the fact that if a robber en- 
ters our homes, we have the right to 
shoot him: but if a Jew resists, troops 
arc summoned and he is shot down ns 
a revolutionist. Lack of lawful protec- 
tion will make any people the enemief) 
not only of the present government, but 
of all government." 


GENERAL MASSACRE FEARED 


Lftters Keonlvod In America Predict a 


Whol«*»lfl Outbreak. 


NEW YORK, June 
21.—Jacob H, 


SehifT has received cable messages from 
abroad, asking aid from this country to 
prevent a general anti-Jewish outbreak 
in Russia. 
Dr. Paul Nathan cabled' on 


June 17 from Berlin: "Five trustworthy 
friends, fully informed politically, tele- 
graph from Finland, where the confer- 
ence is in session, that Bialystok is only 
the beginning of systematic 
massacres 


similar to those of October. 
I must 


earnestly request that you try to exer- 
cise pressure through your government 
and financial circles. We arc doing ev- 
erything possible here, but success is im- 
probable unless 
Washington, 
London 


and Paris lend their aid." 


Under date of June 18, is the follow- 


ing appeal: 


"Reliable telegrams of Saturday con- 


firm the report that the Bialystok pro- 
gram continues, police and soldiers as- 
sisting. The governor left, abandoning 
the town to its fate. Those newly ar- 
riving and those running away arc kill- 
ed at railway stations, the fugitives be- 
ing shot by pursuing dragoons. Situa- 
tion hopeless. Preparations were doubt- 
lew arranged through police and sold- 
iery. FeKr outbreaks other places. This 
to confirm yesterday's cable, and to im- 
press the urgency of immediate action." 


On June IS the Alliance Israelite Uni- 


verselle cabled Mr. SfhilT from Paris as 
follows: 


"We have received'the following from 


Finland signed by a'member'of the dou- 
ma, St. Petersburg: 'The awful occur- 
rences at Bialystok signify a new scheme 
leading to most difficult complications.

$50,000 TO CHANGE LINE 


Offer Made by Jeffery Co. if 


Eight of Way is Differ- 


ent at Kenosha. 


The attorneys for the 
Thomas B. 


Jeffery company threw a bombshell in- 
to the camp ot the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee Railway company on Tuesday 
afternoon when in open court 
they 


offered to pay to the officials of the com 
pany .$50,000 if they would so change 
the right of way of the road that it 
would not pass through the property of 
the company. 


This offer was made at a hearing be 


fore Judge Bcldcn on tho. appeal of the 
railway company from the decision of the 
commission which was appointed by the 
court to assess the. amount to be paid 
by the company for going through the 
JefTory property. 


As the company is planning to build 


nn air. line from Kenosha to Milwaukee 
it would be a difficult thing .for them to 
make the change in route even for the 
consideration offered. This would 'of 
course urea n $100,000 and over to the 
company, as with the change in route 
they would Tiot be forced to pay the 
amount awarded to the Jeffery plant by 
the commissioners. 
. Judge Belden took the bond motion 
under advisement and will render some 
decision in the matter this afternoon. 
The proposition made by the attorney 
for Mr. Jelfery is an unusual one. and 
Attorney Cavanagh declares that it is 
made in good fiiith.

Mrs. Barbara Costello, wife of Thomas 


J. Costello, a blacksmith, residing at 1651 
North Erie street, died last evening un- • 
der circumstances thut rendered the c»8e 
a very mysterious one, and also made it 
necessary to hold a post mortem exam- 
ination and later a coroner's inquest 
which brought out the verdict that the 
woman died from natural causes. 


Mrs. Coatello, who otherwise was a 


strong and healthy woman, who never 
before in her life had been suffering from 
any illness, was suddenly taken sick yes- 
terday morning, and a little- after' tea . 
o'clock her husband was called to the. 
home. Seeing tlia.t she was in a precar- 
ious condition, he immediately notified 
Dr. E. L. Tompach on High street, who, . 
arriving at the house, did what he could • 
do to allay her terrible pain. 


Later in the day he called Drs. Brehm 


and Buchan for consultation, and1 the 
three physicians arrived at the condu-- 
sion that she probably could be saved.if-.; 
she was removed to the hospital immed- 
iately and an operation performed. 


FAMILY AGAIXST PLAN.

It was intended to call Dr. Sifton from 


Milwaukee to perform the operation, but 
after-a consultation among the family- 
members, it was decided to await the" 
immediate 'outcome of the crisis, as MJB.. 
Costello was deemed too sick to be able"- 
to stand the removal.

Brehm and Drs. 


Tompach and Buchan were present at 
the autopsy which cleared the mystery 
that had surrounded the demise, and're- '. 
vcaled the fact that Mrs. CostelJo had ' 
bled to death, the immediate cause being 
internal hemorrhage. 


During the post mortem examination, 


orders were issued by the district attor-i 
ney to at once proceed with a coroner's - 
inquest, and a jury was called. 


JURORS ACT IX CASE. 


The six jurors viewed the remains at . 


the undertaking parlors, and then re1 


paired to the county clerk's office in the 
court house where an inquest was held, 
Drs. Tompach and Brehm being the only 
witnesses deemed necessary. - 


The doctors gave identically the same 


statement, and declared that the immed- 
iate cause of her death wns internal hem- 
orrhage, the case being a very rare one, 
not happening once in a thousand times. 


The jury, composed of Messrs. D. .J. 


Morey, who acted as foreman, P. Ti«de- 
man, C. Roth, Thos. J. Hahn, T. W. John- 
son, nnd W. W. Rasthol, after hearing 
tho testimony of the physicians and con- 
sidering the case, returned the verdict 
that ''the deceased had come to her'-- 
death in the city of Racine, the county.

STRONG CONTRAST SHOWN. 


Freddie Muth was brought 
to 
the 


court room by his father. He was a dif- 
ferent boy from the child who was found 
dirty and hungry in 
the 
unoccupied 


house after a week's enforced absence 
from home. He was attired in a" neat 
blue flannel sailor suit and a pink rose 
was pinned to his lapel. Mr. Muth said 
the child was none the worse for his ex-, 
perience. In strong contrast was the ap- 
pearance of the abductor. After a sleep- 
less night in the cell he was hnggard and 
wan. 
His eyes shifted nervously and his 


whole frame trembled visibly. He still 
seemed to fear bodily injury and eyed the 
spectators suspiciously. The police say 
he paced the cell alt night sobbing raid 
moaning, his wife and children being up- 
permost in his mind. 


When he was placed in the dock Kean 


nodded to Freddie Muth who sat beside 
his father and 'the boy smiled: Pointing 
to Kean, the little fellow said: "There 
he is, papa, see!" 


Kean appeared to exert a strange in- 


fluence over the child who showed a feel- 
ing akin to friendship for the man. 


Kean made a statement which was a 


repetition of that made to Superintend- 
ent of Police Tnylor last night. He de- 
nied that he had restrained the child in 
anyway, but said on the contrary that 
Freddie bad opportunities to leave him 
several times. 
He said he has not ill- 


treated the boy and in thU he was corro- 
borated by the Muth child. 


GIVEN SHORT SHRIFT.

SAY HUGGING MUST CEASE 


WASHINGTON, June 
19.—A tacil 


agreement was reached today 
by the 


president, Secretary Shaw and the dele- 
gation of representative citizens of San 
Francisco, by which substantial aid will 
be given San. Francisco by the govern- 
ment. It is proposed that the United 
States treasury der/osit with the \ Saa 
Francisco banks $12,000,000 of govern-' 
mcnt money with bonds of the city as 
security 'for the.1 deposit, the money to 
remain with the banks until such time 
as the government shall call for* it. This 
may-not be for a number of years, so 
that the banks have practical assurance 
that they may retain the deposit for 
such a period as will be of value ia the 
reconstruction of the city. 


Under the law the secretary of tho 


treasury has authority to deposit gov- 
ernment funds in this way. He cannot, 
of course, bind his successor to leave the 
money on deposit, but he himself, m^y. 
Icavrf it there until it is needed by the 
government. It is propohcd in Califor- 
nia to organize a corporation with a. cap- 
ital of several millions of dollars, com- 
posed of prominent nnd influential men 
throughout the state of California and' 
other states, and to issue bonds to guar- 
antee 
the 
government against loss 


through the banks. 


With the assurance of the secretary of 


the treasury that he will leave the.mon- 
ey with the banks for a period of time, 
it is expected the banks will purchase 
the city bonds to be used as security for 
the government deposits, thus releasing 
government bonds now held for a similar 
purpose. 


ULTIMATUM TO COMPANIES. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 19—Insur- 


ance Commissioner Wolf of 
California, 


has drawn up a list of twenty-one com- 
panies he intends to proceed against, sind 
prevent them from doing business in Cal- 
ifornia. He says: 


"It will be my 'business to see that 


these companies are compelled to meet 
their just obligations. If any 
retire 


without paying, I shall ask that action 
be taken against 'them by the insurance 
commissioners of the state under whose 
laws they are incorporated."

If the 
sacks contained plunder none 'of it was 
seized. 


General Bader, commander of the gar- 


rison and acting governor general, is in 
personal charge of the troops which are 
so disposed that a renewal of the rioting 
is considered improbable. The Jews, 
however, continue in a state of panic. As 
the correspondent passed through 
the 


streets strewn with wreckage they could 
be seen hastily barricading what was left 
of their houses. Many of them adopted 
the artifice of placing ikons or crosses 
on their doors in order to avert the at- 
tacks of the Christians.

THE WORK OF FIENDS.

a corporal's guard. He was utterly un- 
nerved by the sights he witnessed there. 


The corpse of a teacher, Apstein, lay 


on the grass ivith the hands tied. In the, 
face and eyes had been hammered three 
inch nails. Rioters entered-his home and 
after fearful outrages killed him thus 
and then murdered the rest of his family 
of seven. -When the corpse arrived at 
the hospital it was marked also with 
bayonet thrusts. 


CHILD'S LEG CHOPPED OFF. 


Beside the body 
of Apstein lay the 


corpse of a child of 10 years, whose leg 
had been chopped off with an ax. 


Merely saying that the corpses were 


mutilated fails to describe the 
awful 


facts. The faces of the dead have lost 
all human semblance, and the corpse* 
simply are crushed masses of flesh and 
bone soaking in blood. It is impossible 
to conceive of such bestiality. 


NO SEMBLANCE OF LAW.

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MILLIONAIRES AND THE SENATE. 
Comments upoa the recent address of 


Judge-elect 
Timlin in which lie took 


grounds against admission o{ senators 
possessing wealth are coming in. Tho 
drift of the objections to this, is that tic-' 
objections to senators should not be up- 
on the aspect of the wealth but the per- 
sonality nnd the fitness of the would bo 
senator. The plan of fixing a maximum 
of money, beyond which no man might 
be permitted to sit in the United States 
senate, may bo said to be fairly open to 
objection, but if the grounds of objection 
were shown to bo that any such senator 
was so largely interested in public cor- 
porations thut he would be tempted to 
protect these in adverse legislation, or 
corrective legislation, the position o{ 
Judge Timlin would be more in conson- 
ance with that of the majority of the 
people. 


It is only too true however that legis- 


latures have displayed a tendency to ig- 
nore requisite qualifications nnd to honor 
men of great wealth simply because they 
were rich men and it is from this point 
of view the judge voices his protest. The 
country has seen and perceives ut prej- 
ent senators whose motives questionable 
or not, as it may present itself to the 
people, yet on the face apparently ignor- 
ing the wishes of the country. There are 
not many, yet sufficient ha? taken place 
to give soine force to the remarks of 
Judge Timlin. But even so., yet to dis- 
bar men because of being possessors of 
wealth, would be to s«t aside the inail-' 
able right of every American citizen to 
become members of the upper house, if 
they had been fortunate or unfortunate 
enough to accumulate great wealth.

Press came here. The anti-Jewish riot- 
ing ut Bmlyntok is now ended. The 
tioops are in full control and in view of 
the outcry raised it is certain thut the 
authorities will not permit a renewal of 
the horrors recently witnessed at Biuly- 
stok. 


This entire region is greatly excited 


owing to fear that tho Bialystok masva- 
crc was only tho signal for a general 
iittaek on the Jews throughout the .pale 
iind in Poland, but if any such conspira- 
cy existed, it is too late to carry out 
the plans us the most imperative orders 
to prevent further outbreaks have been 
ismied to the governors and governor 
generals from St. Petersburg. 


Ol'UiV CONTINUED THREE DAYS. 


When the correspondent 
arrived at 


iHnlystok Sunday morning the 
worst 


was already over, but on all sides there 
was revolting evidence of savage bestial- 
ity on tho pnrt of the blood drunken 
mobs, which hacked r.nd burned the Jew- 
ish houses, shops and stores. For seven- 
ty-two hours, with a slight abatement 
during the day time, the mini orgy of 
blood and pillage went ou unchecked. 
The inhumanity displayed would have 
done credit to the Mongol horde, 
of- 


Ucnghis Khan in hia conquests of Ciiina

century. 


DISMAYED BY MASSACKE. 


At first police and troops urged on the 


niob but finally, when dismayed by ll:c 
bloody deeds accomplished, they reluct- 
antly sought U> obey the order? of their 
Biiperiors to put an end to tho wor'c of 
the rapacious bonds of roughs who wciv 
so far beyond control of tho locnl foici>s 
that regiment after regiment hud to be 
thrown into the city before order could 
be. restored. 


TORE VICTIMS TO PIECES. 


During the rioting, tho Jows wcr-: 


hunted down by ferocious pursuers who 
in the majority of cases were not con- 
tent with killing more victims, '.lut tore 
them to pieces, like wild animal*. And 
while this was in progress the troops 
cither stood idly by, or, n.s was more 
frequently the ense, fired into tho houses 
and shops whero Jews were coneeal'-d, 
under tho pretext that they believrd 
them to be revolutionists, but really to 
rrmkfl way for the murderers nnd plund- 
erers who followed in the soldiers' wnke.

POLICE SPREAD STORY.

tln> bomb was thrown at the Corpus 
Christ! procession Thursday, 
the 
fact, 


that a bomb was thrown is established 
beyond a doubt, but the question of who 
threw tho bomb remains! unsettled. The 
accounts of impartial witnesses, how- 
ever, demonstrate that insulting Chris- 
tin ns enraged tho .Jews 
who attacked 


tho religious procession. 
Then from one 


rod of tho city to the other, tho poliea 
spread the report of tho nttack, thut 
fanning the religious fanaticism of the 
Christian* nnd setting loose the worst 
elttinents upon the Je\vs, on whom the 
Crowds watching tho procession had al- 
ready turned. The Jows at first fought 
with revolvers and bombs, and with their 
wfupona, tho majority of the Christian 
victims were killed. 


LAUGHED AT THE BUTCHERY. 
But the Jows were- soon overwhelmed

NO EVIDENCE AT HAND. 


Although it is freely charged that tho 


higher authorities of Bialystok deliber- 
ately organized the massacre, or if this 
was not the case, that it was carried out 
under orders from St. Petersburg, there 
is no evidence to support cither charge. 


GOVERNMENT NOT TO BLAME. 
According to the investigations of the 


parliamentary commission, whose mem- 
bers were especially anxious to elucidate 
this point, Mr. Schepkin, of Odessa, a 
member of the commission, said: 


"Wo wished especially to bring home 


tho responsibility to the government, if 
the massacre was organized in St. Peters- 
burg. But our conclusions nro that it 
was not 
planned 
in St. Petersburg. 


Neither do wo find proof that Chief of 
Police Sherometicir of Bialystok wns a 
party to the plot! However, the respon- 
sibility of his subordinates, together with 
that of the nink nnd filo of the police 
nnd some of the military officers who 
fondly imagine that the odious system of 
Von Plhcve and Trcpoft" has not ended 
is clenrly proven. 


JEWS CALLED PARIAHS. • 


"We have failed to clear up whether a 


policeman or nn anarchist 
threw the 


bomb. Our investigations only demon- 
strate that the real cause of this nnd 
similar tragedies is the position of tho 
Jews which makes the ignorant Russians 
consider them to be pariahs outside the 
protection of the law. The Jews every- 
where are now organizing societies for 
si'li'-dcfcnso and as soon us they show 
the slightest resistance to persecution 
they will be treated by -the troops and 
ignornnt populace ns revolutionists for 
whom n simple death is too good. Par- 
li.iment must insist on tht punishment 
of the guilty." 


As proof of the charge that the mnssn- 


cro wns prepared in advance the Jews 
claim that the keepers of the govern- 
ment wineshops received notice the day 
before -the outbreak to remove their 
cash from the shops to safer places. 


DEEDS OK ATROCITY. 


Tho talcs of atrocities committed nre 


innumerable nnd 
while some 
of them 


may be exaggerated, enough has been es- 
tablished to make almost anything cred- 
itable. 


The mob seemed to delight in tortur- 


ing the victims. Strips of flesh were cut 
from their bodies, children were snaich- 
cd from their mother's arms nnd taken 
by the legs and brained on the pavement 
before the eyes of their parents.

tofore occupied for the purpose of tht-sc 
meetings, and which seemed to form 
,the only immediately available eite. were

GRQpN.O, Russia, June 20.—^Owing to 


the refusal of the censor at -Bialystok to 
permit ithti'free telegraphing of the re- 
suit of the investigation by the Associat- 
ed J'res? of the massacre of Jews there, 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press came here. The anti-Jewish riot- 
ing at Bialvstok is now ended. ~Thc 
troops are in full control and in view of 
tlic outcry raised it is certain thnt the 
authorities will not permit a renewal of 
the horrors recently witnessed at Biwly- 
stok. 
, 


This entire region is greatly excited 


owing to fcnr that the Bialystok massa- 
cre was only tho signal for a general 
attack on .the Jews throughout tbe.pule 
and in Poland, but if any such conspira- 
cy existed, it .is too late to carry nut 
the plans as the most imperative orders 
to prevent further outbreaks have been 
isMied to the governors and governor 
generals from St. Petersburg. 


ORGY CONTINUED -THREE DAYS. 


When-the correspondent arrived lit 


iBal.vstok Sunday morning the worst 
was already over, but on all sides, there 
vus revolting evidence of savage bestial- 
ity on tho part of the blood drunken 
mobs, which hacked and burned the Jew- 
ish houses, shops aaid stores. For seven- 
ty-two hours, with a slight abatement 
during the day time', the mad. orgy, of 
blood and pillage [ went .on unchecked. 
The inhumanity displayed would have 
done credit to the Mongol hordes 
of- 


Genghis Khan in his conquests of China 
»nd central--Asia, early in the thirteenth 
century. 


DISMAYED BY MASSACRE. 


At first police and troops urged on the 


mob but finally, when dismayed by tiic 
bloody deeds accomplished,--they reluct- 
antly sought to obey the orders oi t/ieiv 
superiors to put an end to the wor'.; of 
the rapacious bands of roughs who were 
so far beyond control of tho local forces 
that regiment after regiment had' to be 
thrown into the city before order couhl 
be restored. 
. 


TORE VICTIMS TO PIECES. 


During the rioting, . tho Jaws wer-i 


hunted down by ferocious pursuers who 
in the majority of cases were, not con- 
tent with killing more victims; but torn 


' them to pieces, like wild animals.' And 
while this was in progress the troops 
either stood idly by, or, as was morn 
frequently the case, fired into the houses 
»nd shops where Jews were concealed, 
under tho pretext that they believed 
them to be revolutionists, but really to 
make way- for the murderers and'plund- 
erers who'followed in the soldiers' wnke. 


Whilo it is impossible to give the ex- 


act figures,, the visits of the'correspond- 
ent to the hospitals and cemeteries en- 
ables him to approximate the killed at 
100 Jews and 20 Christiana,- and the 
wounded at 150 Jows and seven Chris- 
tians. 


POLICE SPREAD STORY. 


The question oi the origin of the mas- 


gaore wus carefully 
- investigated.

though many of the Jews denied that 
the bomb was thrown at the Corpus 
Christi procession Thursday, the 
faot. 


that a bomb was thrown is established 
beyond a. doubt, but the question of who 
threw tho bomb remains unsettled. The 
accounts of impartial 
witnesses, how- 


ever, demonstrate that insuliing Chris- 
tians enraged the' Jews who attacked 
the religious procession. Then from one 
end of the city to the other, the polica 
spread the report of the attack, thus 
finning the religious fanaticism of the 
Christians-and setting loose the worst 
elements:;-upou the Jews, on whom the 
.crowds watching the procession had al- 
readv, turned.. The Jows at first fought 
with"revolvers »nd bombs, and'with their 
•weapons, the majority of the Christian 
•victims were killed. 
• 


LAUGHED AT TEE BUTCHERY. 
But the Jows were soon overwhelmed 


»nd fled for shelter, like rabbits to war- 
ren?, into cellars or attic.*. The soldiers 
-watched this chase and butchery, some- 
times laughing with 
indifference,, but 


never failing to. 4re into houses w-here 
Jews, sometimes to tlia-number of a 
•hundred were making a stand against 
their assailants. The soldiers said the 
Jows were revolutionists,' and that was 
their oxousc for firing on them. Th« au- 
thorities who wanted.to dp something to 
atop tfce massacre ^were, with .the police 


and troops in open sympathy with' the 
mob. utterly-powerless, 


NO EVIDENCE. AT /HAND. 


Although it is freely charged that the 


higher authorities of Bialystok deliber- 
ately organized the massacre, or if this 
was not the case, that it was,,carried out 
under orders Jrom St. Petersburg, there 
is, no evidence to support either charge. 


GOVERKJIEST :XOT TO BLAME. 
According to ths investigations of the 


parliamentary commi=sion, whose mem- 
beis weie especially anxious to elucidate 
this point, • ilr. Schepkin, of Odessa, a 
member of the commission, said: 


"We wished especially to bring home 


the responsibility to the goveinment, if 
the massacre was organized in St. Peters- 
burg. But our conclusions are th.it it 
was not planned in St. Petersburg. 
Neither do wa tod proof that Chief of 
Police Sherometieff. of Bialystok- 'was a 
party, to the ploCT However, the respon- 
sibility of his subordinates, together with 
that of the rank and file of the police 
and some of'.the "military officers .who 
fondly imagine that the odious'system of 
Von Plheve and Trepoff has'not ended 
is dearly proven, 


JEWS CALLED PARIAHS. 


"We have failed to clear up whether a 


policeman or an anarchist threw the 
bomb. Our. investigations only demon- 
strate that the r^al cause of this nnd 
similar tragedies is the position of tho 
Jews which makes the ignorant Russians 
consider them to be pariahs oufcside the 
protection.of/the law. The Jews every- 
where are now organizing societies for 
self-defcnso. and as .soon as. they show 
the slightest, resistance to ,-pariecution 
they will.be treated by-the troops and, 
ignorant populace as revolutionists for 
whom ft simple death is too good.. Par- 
liament must insist on the punishment 
of the guilty." 
. 


As proof of the charge that the massa- 


cre was prepared in advance the Jews 
claim- that, the- keepers of the .govern- 
ment wineshops received notice the day 
before .tho outbreak to remove, their, 
cash from' the shops to safer places.

DEEDS OF ATROCITY. 


The tales of atrocities'committed are 


innumerable and while some ;of them 
mav be exaggerated, enough has been es- 
tablished to make almost anything cred- 
itable.

Slnd Under Shield Blown Oat, Workmen 


BolncCsnicht In Flow of Alrtnd

KEW YORK, June 20.—Two men .lost, 


their-lives, another was fatally injured 
and six more were severely hurt ns'a re- 
sult of an accident in tho Pennsylvania 
tunnel between Thirty-fourth street this 
city, and Long Island City, today. Twen- 
ty-four of the thirty-five men who wero 
at work in the tunnel -at the time of the 
accident, escaped without 'serious injury 
after having faced death by drowning: 
The accodent wns caused by the tremen- 
dous air pressure necessary at the head 
of the tunnel to hold back the soft back 
into.which the shield is, forced.- The 
mud under this shield, was blown out 
and two of tho workmen .who were 
ciuigbt in the flow of air were swept to 
death, in the river. When the heading 
was emptied of air, water rushed in 
through tho 'opening and threatened to 
drown tho survivors., in the struggle 
which followed between the workmen to 
escape from the chamber through the 
little door which connects with'the fin- 
ished part of the tunnel, several of .them 
were severely , hurt. Finally, "however, 
the cooler head's among the men prevail- 
ed and all of the survivors either by 
their own efforts or the assistance of 
others found safety in the- completed 
tunnel. So rapidly did the water flow 
into the unfinished conipartment-tlmt be- 
fore the last man's turn' came to pass 
through the little door 'he was standing 
neck deep in the water.

NO 'PROTECTION FROM PUBLIC.
